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ANNUAL  REPORT,  1938. 


The  Board  of  Management  of  the  Adelaide  Hospital,  in  accordance 
with  section  31  (1)  of  the  Hospitals  Act,  1934,  has  the  honour  to 
submit  for  the  information  of  the  Hon.  the  Minister  the  Sixty-ninth 
Annual  Report  on  the  administration,  showing  the  condition  and  progress 
of  the  Institution  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1938. 

The  Inspector-General  of  Hospitals,  who  is  also  Director-General  of 
Medical  Services,  is  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  as  provided  by  the 
Hospitals  Act,  1934. 

The  members  of  the  Board  are  Dr.  L.  W.  Jeffries  (Chairman),  Mr. 
E.  R.  Dawes,  and  Sir  Herbert  Hudd.  The  Secretary  to  the  Board  is 
Mr.  C.  E.  Spiller. 

Sir  Wallace  Sandford,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  for 
many  years,  resigned  during  the  year.  He  was  succeeded  by  Sir 
Herbert  Hudd.  The  Board  desires  to  place  on  record  its  deep  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  valuable  service  rendered  by  Sir  Wallace  during  his  16  years 
term  of  office. 

Fifty-six  (56)  meetings  were  held  by  by  the  Board  during  the  year. 
In  addition,  conferences  with  the  Honorary  Staff  and  the  Advisory 
Committee  were  held.  The  Chairman  and  members  frequently  visited 
the  Hospital  throughout  the  year  in  conneo«tion  with  the  administrative 
work. 

All  worn  out  and  useless  articles  are  condemned  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  a  member  of  the  Board. 

The  capacity  of  the  Hospital  was  again  severely  taxed  during  the 
year,  the  daily  average  number  of  in-patients  for  1938  being  636,  as 
compared  with  589  for  the  previous  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  establishment  of  additional  wards  at  Magill 
and  beds  at  St.  Margaret’s  Convalescent  Home,  the  Hospital  is  still 
inconvenienced  by  the  number  of  incurable  cases  admitted  and  also 
such  cases  as  those  who,  after  recovery  from  their  illness,  are  not  fit 
to  be  discharged,  owing  to  their  senility  and  unsuitable  home  conditions.

The  revenue  has  been  well  maintained  during  the  year.  The 
receipts  from  all  sources,  including  all  branches  of  the  Hospital,  for 
the  year  1938,  were  £27,339  9s.  7d.,  as  compared  with  £26,121  Is.  3d. 
for  the  year  1937,  an  increase  of  £1,218  8s.  4d. 

The  amount  of  patients’  fees  received  on  account  of  the  Adelaide 
Hospital  (excluding  the  Dental  Branch)  again  showed  a  substantial 
increase,  £22,557  17s.  9d.  for  the  year  1938,  as  against  £20,892  11s.  Id. 
for  the  year  1937,  an  increase  of  £1,665  6s.  8d. 

The  revenue  on  account  of  the  S.A.  Gdvernment  Laboratory  was 
£384  16s.  Id.  less  than  the  previous  year— £1,793  10s.  8d.  for  the  year 
1938,  as  compared  with  £2,178  6s.  9d.  for  the  year  1937.  Since  1st  July, 
1938,  the  work  ol  the  Laboratory  has  been  taken  over  by  the  Institute 
of  Medical  and  Veterinary  Science.

The  rising  cost  of  commodities  generally  is  also  reflected  in  the 
increased  expenditure.  There  was  also  a  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  staff  and  patients  maintained  during  the  year. 

The  daily  average  number  of  in-patients  for  the  year  1938  was  636, 
as  compared  with  589  for  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  47. 

The  expenditure  of  the  Dental  Branch  was  £610  13s.  8d.  more  than 
the  previous  year. 

Convalescent  Bed  Cases. 

The  arrangements  made  with  St.  Margaret’s  Convalescent  Hospital, 
Semaphore,  to  receive  convalescent  patients  from  the  Adelaide  Hospital 
who  still  require  nursing  in  bed  has  worked  satisfactorily.  Five 
hundred  and  forty-four  (544)  convalescent  bed  cases  were  sent  to  the 
Convalescent  Hospital  during  the  year  at  a  cost  to  the  Government 
or  £1,092  4s.  6d.  Arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  St.  Margaret’s 
to  accommodate  an  average  of  35  patients  at  a  rate  of  £1  6s.  6d.  per 
week. 

By  this  arrangement  more  beds  are  made  available  at  the  Adelaide 
Hospital,  and  so,  to  some  extent,  the  waiting  list  is  reduced. 

Infantile  Paralysis  (Poliomyelitis). 

The  outbreak  of  infantile  paralysis  in  this  State,  and  the  necessity 
to  provide  treatment  for  after-care  cases  over  the  age  of  twelve  (12) 
years,  placed  a  considerable  strain  on  the  accommodation  at  the  Adelaide 
Hospital.  Suitable  accommodation  for  forty  (40)  patients  was  pro¬ 
vided  on  verandahs  and  balconies. 

The  engagement  of  ten  (10)  additional  Probationer  Nurses  and  two 
(2)  full-time  masseuses  was  necessary  for  the  care  of  these  patients. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  accommodation  at  the  Adelaide  Hospital  the 
Board  found  it  necessary  to  enter  into  an  arrangement  with  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  Board  to  accommodate  a  number 
of  convalescent  cases  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Northfield. 
Patients  requiring  artificial  respiration  treatment  are  also  retained  at 
Northfield.  The  Board  is  paying  at  the  rate  of  £4  4s.  per  week  for  each 
case.  The  cost  for  the  year  1938  was  £775  4s.  Arrangements  were 
made  to  place  cubicles  and  the  gymnasium  in  the  Massage  Department 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Adelaide  Children’s  Hospital  at  convenient  times 
for  the  after-care  treatment  of  Poliomyelitis  cases  from  that  Institution. 
The  Board  of  the  Children’s  Hospital  provides  its  own  medical  and 
massage  staff  and  transport  for  this  purpose. 

A  grant  of  £600  was  made  by  the  Commonwealth  Government  to  the 
Institute  of  Medical  Science  for  Research  into  Poliomyelitis.  Dr. 
W.  G.  Heaslip  was  appointed  Temporary  Research  Officer  to  the 
Institute  for  this  purpose.

Additional  Accommodation  at  Magill  Wards. 

Owing  to  the  urgent  necessity  for  increased  in-patient  accommoda¬ 
tion  arrangements  were  made  for  the  conversion  of  two  unused  buildings 
at  the  Old  Folks’  Home,  Magill,  into  two  wards  of  32  beds  each  for  the 
accommodation  of  patients  from  the  Adelaide  Hospital.  Temporary 
quarters  for  staff  are  being  provided. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  accommodation  will  be  available  early  in 
1939. 


Improvements  to  Sick  Nurses’  Quarters. 

More  accommodation  by  the  extension  of  the  balcony  and  improve¬ 
ments  were  made  to  the  Sick  Nurses’  Quarters  at  a  cost  of  £199.  Funds 
for  this  work  were  provided  by  the  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Funds. 

Rheumatic  Infection  in  S.A. 

A  grant  was  made  to  the  Central  Board  of  Health  by  the  National 
Health  and  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  purpose  of  research  into 
rheumatic  infection. 

Dr.  C.  B.  Sangster  was  appointed  part-time  Research  Worker  and  also 
Temporary  Research  Assistant  to  the  Institute  of  Medical  and  Veterinary 
Science  with  facilities  for  investigation  at  the  Adelaide  Hospital. 

Laboratory  of  Bacteriology  and  Pathology. 

On  the  1st  July,  1938,  the  Laboratory  was  merged  in  the  new  Institute 
of  Medical  and  Veterinary  Science,  as  provided  by  the  Institute  of 
Medical  and  Veterinary  Science  Act,  1937. 

The  new  Institute,  which  is  being  erected  on  the  Adelaide  Hospital 
grounds,  will  be  ready  for  occupation  in  1939. 
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Fire  Appliances. 

Regular  inspection  of  the  fire  appliances  are  made  by  an  officer  of 
the  Metropolitan  Fire  Brigade,  who  also  instructs  the  male  and  female 
staffs  in  their  use. 


Adelaide  Hospital  Auxiliary.

Except  for  several  minor  details  the  alterations  in  accommodation  mentioned 
in  the  last  report  have  been  completed,  and  the  Department  now  has  a  new  clinic 
room  in  the  old  dispensary  conveniently  placed  between  new  waiting  rooms  for 
male  and  female  patients.  The  old  clinic  room  has  been  partitioned  into  three 
smaller  rooms,  for  biopsies,  the  Registrar,  and  the  typist.  A  lunch  room  has  been 
provided  for  the  female  staff  and  a  small  waiting  room  for  the  comfort  of  patients 
waiting  for  deep  X-ray  treatment. 

It  is  expected  that  the  radium  solution  at  present  in  England  being  reconditioned 
will  be  returned  in  April,  and  the  production  of  radon  resumed  without  delay.

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VENEREAL  DISEASES— NIGHT  CLINICS. 


REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1938. 

Improved  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases 
is  urgently  necessary. 

The  Venereal  Diseases  Act,  passed  by  Parliament  in  1920,  has  not 
yet  been  proclaimed.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  could  not  be  effec¬ 
tively  carried  out  until  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  both 
in-door  and  out-door  patients  is  provided.  It  is  considered  that  the 
Act  should  be  proclaimed  as  soon  as  possible.

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  : 

Sulphonilamide  and  its  compounds  uleron  and  M.  and  B.  693  continue 
to  provide  a  source  of  considerable  interest  in  the  treatment  of  urethritis 
and  its  complications. 

At  present  sulphonilamide  itself  is  the  one  most  commonly  employed, 
together  with  routine  urethral  irrigations  and  alkalinisation  of  the 
urine. 

Uleron  has  been  little  used  at  the  Clinic.  M.  and  B.  693,  now  on 
trial,  appears  to  have  the  advantages  of  uleron  and  its  effect  seems  more 
permanent,  though  it  also  produces  frequently  a  moderately  severe 
anaemia.  Further  experience  may  alter  these  findings. 

The  number  of  attendances  has  dropped  considerably  since  these 
drugs  have  been  employed.  This  has  been  due  to  the  fact  that  sulphoni¬ 
lamide  has  caused  a  reduction  of  the  total  number  of  attendances 
necessary  for  each  individual  case  rather  than  much  diminution 
of  the  incidence  of  Gonorrhoea  in  the  community.  Cases  of  primary 
syphilis  have  been  very  few,  except  early  in  the  year.

The  Da  Costa  Samatarian  Fund  was  inaugurated  in  1898,  through 
the  generosity  of  the  late  Miss  Louisa  Da  Costa,  who  left  portion  of  her 
estate  to  be  held  in  Trust,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  used  for  the 
benefit  of  convalescent  patients  of  the  Adelaide  Hospital. 

In  accordance  with  the  Trust  Deed,  the  estate  is  vested  in  three  (3) 
Trustees.  The  appointment  of  any  Trustee  is  subject  to  the  approval 
of  His  Excellency  the  Governor. 

During  the  year  1938  assistance  was  given  by  the  Trustees  to  more 
than  five  hundred  (500)  patients  who  were  in  needy  circumstances. 
Of  this  number  191  were  sent  to  St.  Margaret's  Convalescent  Home, 
Semaphore,  and  387  were  supplied  with  surgical  appliances,  etc.  The 
sum  of  £927  16s.  2d.  was  disbursed  in  this  manner  during  the  vear,  as 
compared  with  £769  6s.  2d.  for  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  £158  10s. 
The  Trustees  wTere  able  to  grant  assistance  to  a  number  of  patients  con¬ 
valescing  from  infantile  paralysis,  who  required  Surgical  appliances 
from  time  to  time  in  connection  with  their  treatment. 

The  Trustees  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  a  donation  of 
£36  from  the  S.A.  Committee  for  Crippled  Children  for  the  assistance 
of  cases  of  infantile  paralysis. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  assistance  from  this  F  und  patients  must  be 
certified  as  convalescent  by  the  Medical  and  Lay  Superintendent  of 
the  Adelaide  Hospital. 
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
